Rick Scott Doesn’t Want His Senate 
Campaign Swept Away by the (Red) Tide

In politics, they call it bad optics. 


Imagine you’re Florida’s Gov. Rick Scott, for example, 
locked in a tight race to unseat Bill Nelson from the 
U.S. Senate. 


Your campaign needs you out there, visible and 
upbeat, for photo ops and commercials extolling your 
leadership qualities. But where can you go? 


A pernicious red tide has affected 135 miles of prime 
coastline on the Gulf side of the state, while slimy 
blue-green algae fueled by discharges from Lake 
Okeechobee is sliming estuaries and waterways on 
the other side. 


Your campaign advisers have warned that you cannot, 
under any circumstances, be seen or photographed 
anywhere near this double-whammy of ecological 
disasters, especially the red tide. 


Piles of rotting fish on the shore? Bad optics, Rick. 
Ditto for dead manatees and sea turtles. 


Swollen corpses of bottle-nosed dolphins? Hideous 
optics. Truly awful—even worse than scenes of puffy- 
eyed tourists, wheezing and hacking as they retreat 
toward half-empty motels. 


So, what do you do if you're a _ polluter-friendly 
candidate who’s been arduously trying to reinvent 
yourself as an impassioned environmentalist? 


toe Com 
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Stay far away from the water, Florida’s trademark 
attraction. Stage your events and TV ads elsewhere— 
warehouses, factories, Wawa stores, whatever. Declare 
emergencies in the suffering counties, and send some 
money for research and tourism recovery. 


Emphasize in press releases that you, Rick Scott, 
aren’t personally responsible for the red tide. It’s an 
itty-bitty organism called Karenia brevis, and it’s a 
naturally occurring phenomenon. We’re just having a 
really vile, stinky year. 


The red tide has been blooming almost 11 months, 
and nobody knows how many tourists have been 
scared away, or how many millions of dollars the 
economy has lost. 


In Manatee County alone, work crews have removed 
289 tons of dead fish since early August. Honestly, 
even one ton of putrid fish isn’t great for business. 


“Let’s get to work!” you chirp in your political ads. 


But that’s a steep challenge for a beachfront restaurant 
owner beset with the reek of decomposing mullet and 
turtles. So maybe he serves three limes with every 
Corona—one for the beer, and two for plugging each 
customer’s nostrils. 


Scientists don’t all agree on the combination of triggers 
for red tide, but this season’s version is believed to have 
been made worse by massive plumes of effluent from 
the Mississippi River, fertilizer nutrients flushed from 
Florida coastal developments and hotter temperatures 
in the Gulf of Mexico. 
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If you’re candidate Scott, the warm water issue is 
problematic because you’ve been openly skeptical 
about climate change. The use of the term was even 
banned from environmental agency correspondence, 
emails and reports early in your administration. 


Worse, you've got a pathetic record when it comes 
to protecting Florida waters—$700 million slashed 
from oversight programs in your first term. You also 
repealed a law requiring regular inspections of septic 
tanks, indisputably one of the worst causes of near- 
shore pollution throughout the state. 


And many voters might remember how you and the 
Republican Legislature shrunk the Department of 
Environmental Regulation, pauperized and politicized 
the water management districts, fired expert scientists 
and rewrote regulations to allow Big Sugar and other 
corporate interests to police their own polluting 
practices. 


Billions of gallons of fertilizer-laced water continues 
to pour from Lake Okeechobee toward the Gulf and 
Atlantic coasts, fueling the notorious “toxic blue-green 
algae” that visually has become the national postcard 
for your administration. 


If you’re Rick Scott, one strategy is to blame the federal 
government and Nelson in particular for not doing 
enough to fortify the dike around Lake O. Upgrading 
a toilet bowl is easier than cleaning the water that 
flows in and out of it, which would require the state to 
enforce a few pollution laws. 


In August, candidate Scott made a rare, ghost-like 
appearance on Martin County’s algae-plagued St. 
Lucie River. It was a short boat ride, and the governor 
successfully avoided interacting with residents or 
journalists. 


Even from a distance, the optics were bad. 

More recently, Scott had to flee a couple of campaign 
events because protesters were showing up, mocking 
him as “Red-Tide Rick.” Another optic setback. 

Soon afterward, he announced that he wants the state 
to create a “Center for Red Tide Research” and also 
revive the disbanded “Harmful Algal Bloom Task Force.” 


Bold, timely action! OK, well, not really. 


But, if you’re candidate Scott, it’s important to look 
like you're doing something. 


Meanwhile, don’t get photographed near a red- 
tide beach or algae-tinted river. And don’t veer off- 
message—youre a job creator, remember? 

Let’s get to work, people! Shovel up those dead fish. 


Faster, please.

Why I Didn’t Comment on My

I didn’t acknowledge his post because 
his comment was one-sided. Were 
the poor people the only folks having 
fun? Why didn’t my friend also say, 
“Feds discriminate against businesses 
making money off of poor people and 
the government.” 


Why didn’t he ask, “Who made more 
money out of this illegal venture—the 
criminal, sex-crazed, drug-addicted 
poor or the business accepting food 
stamps from petty thieves?” 


He didn’t ask because his ire was not 
focused on the business. His ire was 
focused on the people illegally paying for 
their entertainment. People he assumed 
were either poor or successful in 
convincing an imperfect governmental 
agency they needed food for their lap 
dance family. He didn’t ask because 
maybe he doesn’t like individual scam 
artists more than he disapproves of 
unethical, illegal and illicit business 
practices. 


Maybe he didn’t ask because he doesn’t 
like poor people. 


Who knows? I don’t. 


One time, when I was focusing my ire 
on Big Pharma for making too much 
money and not doing enough to help 
poor people, he said, “Are you against 
companies making a profit?” 


And I said, “No, I’m all for corporate 
moneymaking. What I’m against is 
people dying because they can’t afford 
the best medication and most effective 
treatment.” 


I’m tired of money being the bottom line 
for who lives and who dies. For who is 
good and who is bad. 


In 2008, when the economy tanked, 
radio, television, Internet and 
newspapers were filled with stories 
about “a few bad apples” bringing 
down established financial institutions. 
These reporters maintained, “Most 
CEOs and administrators are decent 
people filled with remorse for what has 
happened.” 


On the other hand, the coverage 
of individuals losing their homes 
because they could no longer afford 
their subprime mortgage payments 
was different. Poor folk were painted 
as dumbass deadbeat losers who 
thought they could bullshit their way 
into an overvalued house—a house 
they supposedly “knew” they could not 
afford. 


Many reporters, private sector and 
government people said, “This recession 
was caused by poor people trying to 
better their lives. It’s their fault, and not 
one of them is sorry.” 


I’m sorry I tried to buy my 
parents’ house. I’m sorry I believed the 
financial agent who said, after I told him 
my credit was very bad, “Don’t worry.

And for over 14 years, with one or 
two refinances of my loan, I managed 
to barely hold on to the house. I had 
nothing paid on the premium, and I 
spent more each month on penalties 
than I did on interest/escrow. 


One winter, I stopped paying the 
mortgage company because I had no 
money. I was the only one in the house 
at the time, so I gave up trying to be a 
responsible person. 


It took over two years of me not paying 
before the house went into foreclosure 
and was sold back to the mortgage 
company. Over two years before I was 
evicted. 


I won't go into all the crap that went 
down during those two years, but I 
will say—and the record will show—I 
was upfront with my reasons for not 
paying, and I demonstrated much 
willingness to cooperate and work 
with the mortgage company.

The Living Legacy of the Beal 


treet Bottle Club — Part 2 


By Gwen D’Vyne Lanier 


Last issue’s article focused on the history 
of the Beal Street Bottle Club (2010- 
2014) and some of the amazing talent 
that performed there. Now let’s hear from 
some of the musicians who called the 
Fort Walton Beach venue home. 


Hope Given: After I’d been coming to the 
Bottle Club on a regular basis, Gwen did 
something that changed my life. I was 
19 and knew I loved music, but had no 
concept that playing it live professionally 
was an option. And fashionably, I was an 
un-hot mess—hair was wrong, clothes 
were wrong and I knew it, but didn’t know 
what to do to change it. 


Gwen still loved me and saw something 
special. Let me tell you how Gwen changed 
my life. She invited me to her home and 
gave me the most transformative haircuts 
I’ve ever had, told me to look through her 
closet for a dress. I felt beautiful. It opened 
my eyes to the definition of beautiful. 
Gwen lit my fire. Gwen told me I was 
capable of playing music. Gwen helped 
me change and understand my image. 


With everything great that happened at 
the Bottle Club, I am blown away by the 
impact EdMo (Lanier) and Gwen have 
been able to make on lives inside and 
outside of the club. I love the two of them 
unconditionally. 


Lionel C: Need to open another club like 
that. If I had the money, I would just to 
have the gang back again. 


Curtis Clark a/k/a Homemade Soul: 
BSBC holds a special place in my heart. 
I met mom and pops after going on a 
Saturday night and never left. Hosted 
open mics, planned shows, performed... 
that place was home. One memory that 
stands out—shameless plug—I wrote 
a song about it on one of my albums... 
the vibe was real. Now I’m in Virginia, 
working 9 to 5 and running a music 
publishing company, getting songwriters 
paid for their music. 


Al Alvarado: Wow, what great times. 
This was a room where ail people were 
welcomed and embraced by love. At 
its height, it was about the music and 
fellowship. 


Jae Rich: Words couldn’t explain how 
grateful and blessed I am for the people, 
opportunities and musical confidence 
the BSBC gave me. The first venue 
that sparked something in me, which 


resulted in me putting together shows 
and productions, and allowing me to 
display those visions. 


Moses West: I’ve been everywhere 
performing across the country, and 
that is still my favorite venue ever. 


Vernell Leysath: I was new in town in 
2011 and wanted to make new friends 
and have a great place to go. The clerk 
in the rental office told me about the 
BSBC. I went there on a Wednesday 
night and was told I looked like a 
singer, so P-Nut called on me and I 
sang “Summertime.” I didn’t know all 
the words, so I sang one verse over and 
over. 


EdMo, P-Nut and Gwen saw 
something in me worth tapping into 
and continually called on me. And 
then, one Friday night in November, I 
was showcased singing two songs we 
rehearsed. It was a wonderful night, 
and that’s when I told EdMo I decided 
to stay in Florida and wasn’t moving 
back to New Jersey. I really miss 
BSBC...there’s no other place like it. 


WHAT ARE GWEN AND EDMO 
DOING THESE DAYS? 

After Gwen and EdMo sold the club, 
they created a duo and performed as 


the house entertainment at Cuvee 
30A for nearly two years. During this 
time, they created a style utilizing 
elements of all of the music they love. 


Their genre is Reggae Fusion. They 
both love rhythm and all styles of 
music. This direction has allowed 
Gwen and EdMo to keep songs pop, 
jazz, R&B, blues and indie songs in 
their repertoire while staying true 
to “the sound and soul” of Simply 
D’Vyne. They are currently working 
on their first album, which will 
feature the original songs “Take Me 
to the Sea,” “Spirit Bone and Clay,” 
“Don’t Judge a Book by Its Cover,” 
“Let’s Dance,” “Shine On,” and “Be 
the Solution.” 


Community remains important 
to Gwen and EdMo. They have 
established the Emerald Coast

Lamberts Take to the Road to 
Celebrate 30 Years — Part 2 


ST. LOUIS

It was a 30th anniversary trip my husband Scott 
and I had planned, taking us from Fort Walton 
Beach to Chicago and back. The second half of our 
adventure is covered here. 


INDIANAPOLIS 

We continued our trip from Louisville, Kentucky, 
to Indianapolis, Indiana. Along the way we saw the 
Meadow Lake Wind Farm near Brookston, Indiana, 
containing more than 600 wind turbines. According 
to their website, the farm can provide enough power 
for approximately 157,000 Indiana homes. 


We made a quick stop at the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway located in Speedway, Indiana. It is the 
home of the Indy 500 and the Brickyard 400. The 
Indianapolis Motor Speedway Museum is located 
inside the 2.5-mile oval track. Check it out at 
IndyRacingMuseum.org. 


CHICAGO 


From Indianapolis, we headed to Chicago. Our son 
Alex had flown into Louisville the night before to 
take in Chicago with us. Luckily for us, my college 
roommate Kim and her husband Don live part-time 
in the Windy City and were our tour guides. We 
stayed at the Marriot Residence Inn Dearborn in the 
north end of Chicago. Great hotel, and convenient 
to the downtown sites. 


That first afternoon, the three of us walked over 
to the Trump International Hotel for drinks on the 
16th floor terrace. Beautiful views of the city from 
there. We then headed over to Harry Caray’s Italian 
Steakhouse on Kinzie Street where we met Kim and 
Don for dinner. 


The food was outstanding. I had the Chicken Vesuvio, 
and Scott and Alex had the Chicken Parmigiana. 


There is plenty of sports memorabilia there as well 
since Caray was the longtime announcer for the 
Chicago Cubs. 


The next morning Kim and Don took us on a 
walking tour of the city. We took pictures by the 
Chicago River and walked down Michigan Avenue, 
a/k/a The Magnificent Mile. We then headed to 
the Chicago Bean, a huge stainless steel bean- 
shaped sculpture by artist Anish Kapoor located in 
Millennium Park. The Bean reflects the Chicago 
Skyline and images of visitors who walk to and 
under it. A must-see. 


We then headed to Chicago’s Navy Pier, a 3,300-foot 
long pier on the Chicago shoreline of Lake Michigan. 
One of the major attractions there is the Centennial 
Wheel, a Ferris wheel that climbs to heights of nearly 
200 feet and offers 360-degree views of the city. 


Navy Pier has many restaurants where you can 
enjoy some of Chicago’s favorite foods. We had 
lunch at the Billy Goat Tavern which inspired the 
classic John Belushi-era Greek restaurant sketches 
on Saturday Night Live. 


That afternoon, we went over to Wrigley Field (MLB. 
com/cubs/ballpark) on the L train. Traveling by 
train was super easy and convenient—three dollars 
for a one-way ticket. It was our first time there, and 
we walked around the stadium first to check it out. 
We then stopped in Murphy’s Bleachers, a sports 
pub across from Wrigley Field, for drinks before the 
game. 


Murphy’s has been there for almost 80 years and is 
packed before a Cubs home game. Our seats were 
in the bleacher section and even though we had on 
New York Mets attire, the Cubs fans were pretty 
nice to us. It was a fun night and an easy ride on 
the L train back to our hotel. 
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On our way out of Chicago the next day, we dropped 
our son off at the airport for his flight back to 
Fort Walton Beach. We continued on to St. Louis, 
Missouri, where we went up in the famous Gateway 
Arch (GatewayArch.com), the tallest manmade 
monument in the U.S. 


It is 630 feet or 63 stories up to the top in a small 
capsule-like tram. At the top is an observation deck 
where you see magnificent views of the city and the 
Mississippi River. It is not a place for those with a 
fear of heights. We thoroughly enjoyed seeing it.

Oysters Are in the House at Seascape 


My family and | had dinner at Aeme Oyster House 
on a recent weekend, early enough to beat what 
became a fair-sized crowd. The restaurant sits off 
of U.S. 98 in Seascape Towne Center. Outside, you 
won't miss the big pink and green sign. Inside, the 
place is big. Ceilings are high, tables are covered with 
black-and-white checkered cloths, there’s wooden 
floors and dark wood accents, brick red walls, anda 
bar just left of center. 


Over the bar is a huge neon sign that reads: 
“Oysters.” You can drink, eat, or just watch the folks 
opening and grilling oysters. The scent from the grill 
is seductive. 


Each year I hope the oyster harvest will increase and 
we will be past the lean times we’ve been dealing 
with since 2012. There seemed to be no lack of 
oysters that night. 


My wife, our daughter Grace and I got a table in the 
middle, giving us a 360-degree view of the diners. 
There were couples, families, and more than a few 
New Orleanians on holiday (I lived in the Crescent 
City for 10 years, and the working class accent is 
unmistakable). 


Our server, Natalie, brought us menus, told us the 
fish of the day (swordfish), took drink orders and left 
us to decide. 


Acme offers oysters raw in the shell, chargrilled, 
and in shooters (shot of vodka, oyster, down the 
hatch). There are appetizers, salads, New Orleans 
specialties, Po’boys, and both fried and _ grilled 
platters. 


I was set on breaking my raw oyster fast (last time 
was January), so I ordered a dozen on the half-shell. 
Neither my wife nor Grace eat raw oysters, so we got 
a sharing app of meat pies. While we were waiting, 
I noticed the table had three bottles of Tabasco 
sauce—regular, jalapeno and Buffalo wing style. 


The oysters and meat pies came. My dozen were 
of medium size, full-flavored and briny, with 


horseradish, cocktail sauce, and lemons. Saltines 
were already on the table. I just pinned my ears back 
and relished the experience. I tasted a meat pie— 
fried crisp, full of finely ground beef, onions and 
seasonings, with a little spicy kick at the end. I tried 
some of the Buffalo Tabasco, and was glad I did. 


Other starters include chargrilled oysters, “boo fries” 
with beef gravy and cheese (like Quebec’s poutine), 


wings, crab claws, onion rings, craw puppies, 
“boom boom” shrimp in a creamy sauce, crab cake 
with sweet corn maque choux, boiled seafood, 
and a sampler plate. There are also salads, dinner 
salad options with shrimp, chicken, fried oysters or 
assorted seafood. Soups include seafood, chicken and 
andouille gumbo, and an Oysters Rockefeller soup 
that sounded intriguing. 


My daughter ordered a fried fish kids meal. My wife 
chose the fried shrimp and fish combo plate, adding 
an optional soft-shell crab. I ordered the grilled 
marinated shrimp, with sweet potato fries. 


The entrees showed up just as I downed the 12th 
oyster; “I'll get those out the way,” said Natalie in 
Ninth Ward fashion, clearing the platter of shells. 
The soft-shell crab was perhaps the fattest I have 
ever seen, plump and big enough to share (I got a 
crunchy, meaty leg). My wife took about half of her 
crisp cornmeal fried fish home (she finished the 
shrimp). 


I got about 15 mid-to-large-sized shrimp, shelled 
and ready to eat, in a spicy marinade with a fruity, 
teriyaki-style glaze. There were plenty of sweet potato 
fries, which went home with my wife and daughter’s 
leftover fish. 


Other main courses include seafood étouffée, oyster, 
shrimp, fish, crawfish, soft-shell crab, ham, turkey, 
sausage, chicken, or pot roast Po’boys, hamburger, 
fried fish and seafood platters, jambalaya, and fried 
fish Pontchartrain (topped with crab and shrimp in 
a butter cream sauce). They also have red beans and 
rice. 
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Dessert is worth consideration at Acme when planning 
your meal. My wife declined, so it was up to me and 
Grace. I like bread pudding, she doesn’t. That left a 
brownie sundae, pecan cobbler, chocolate caramel 
pie, root beer float, and ice cream. We compromised 
on the pie. It’s a cross between a ganache, ice box 
pie, and cheesecake, served cold but not frozen solid 
(that happens sometimes with this kind of dessert). 
It’s flavorful and not excessively rich. I ate most of 
it—Grace is only seven, with a small tummy. 


New Orleans too far a drive? Go to Seascape and belly 
up to the oyster bar at Acme.
